Recall signatures certified 


by Arlene Surprenant 
Town Clerk Kay Scanlon has 
verified that the Board of Regis- 
trars certified that signatures on 
recall petitions for two local school 
committeemen were legal and 
exceeded the required 1,107 
needed to recall the public officials 
from office. Petitions for Linda 
McMenimen contained 1,153 signa- 
tures. Petitions for Dr. Shirley 
Callan contained 1,144 signatures. 
Scanlon turned the petitions over 
to selectmen at their meeting 
Monday night. The three board 
members in attendance signed 
letters to McMenimen and Callan 
asking for their resignations within 


five days. Dan Ballou, who led the 
recall effort, and Bob Cain were 
absent from the meeting. Selectmen 
plan to meet November 30 at 7 
p.m. to either accept resignations 
from the two school board mem- 
bers or to set the date for a special 
recall election about 60 days hence. 

During discussion, Selectmen 
Chester Bruce explained it was 
mandatory that his board sign for 
the recall and "act on it imme- 
diately." He agreed with Anne 
Linehan that an amendment to the 
recall bylaw may be in order to 
"tighten" up the language. Linehan 
had asked the board to change the 
language to protect the integrity of 
public officials and make sure any 


charges made can be substantiated 
Bruce noted the main purpose of 
the law was to remove an official 
from office who had committed a 
crime, like dipping into a public 
fund. He added the recall provision 
should not be used to remove 
people you don't like from office. 

In response to a query by Gerry 
Duggan, Town Manager Michael 
Caira said residents could come in 
and examine the petitions at the 
town clerk's office 

The Town Crier later learned 
that a constable hand delivered the 
letters seeking McMenimen's and 
Callan's resignations after 9 p.m.

Peterson offered Linda Mc- 
Menimen, the other board member 
facing recall, a;chance to comment 
but she declined. When Peggy 
Kane tried to read a statement, 
Peterson ruled her out of order 
leading to a heated exchange 
between both members.

Caira talks of layoffs, 
not sure how many 


by Arlene Surprenant 

The town of Wilmington will be 
looking at a "maintenance of 
effort" budget January 25 when 
Town Manager Michael Caira 
presents his FY '94 municipal 
budget to the board of selectmen. 
On Monday night, selectmen were 
told the budget process has begun 
and department heads have been 
asked to bring in just what they 
need to run their departments with 
the same level of services as in the 
current year. 

Over the past few years, said 
Caira, the budget has been "very 
conservative" and attempts were 
made to downsize town govern- 
ment, especially through attrition, 

"We cannot continue to do that 
without experiencing some pain," 
noted the manager. 

Caira said he expects to cut 


personnel but couldn't say just how 
many employees would be laid off 
Since June 1990, fulltime positions 
were reduced from 226 to,198 and 
part time staff was cut from 81 to 
35 positions, 

The manager said he expects that 
local aid would again be 4ével- 
funded and he anticipates there will 
be more expenditures than reve- 
nues. One area that has consistently 
been cut is capital expenses. Caira 
said money is needed to fund that 
account, which has been virtually 
eliminated. 

The manager also warned 
selectmen there could be increases 
in insurance costs and the town's 
assessment from the Shawsheen 
Tech. He said, too, he expects “a 
very dramatic" increase in the 
town's trash fee, even if the 


refinancing of the wash facility 
goes through. Caira explained the 
cost would jump from $70 a ton to 
$87. Without the refinancing, that 
cost would be $94 a ton. In the FY 
‘04 budget, money will have to be 
set aside to begin repaying AVCO 
for the over-assessment of its plant. 
In addition, Caira said overlay 
expenses are expected to increase 
to the tune of $140,000 and, if the 
town elects to go with curbside 
recycling, this too would cost the 
town money, 

On the plus side, Caira'said the 
town is seeing better figures in’ new 
growth. Last year the town 
received an estimated $350,000 
from new growth. That figure 
could go up to $550,000 this year 
he said. The tax levy capacity is 
dependent on a town's new growth, 


Warning issued on 
FY '94 school budget

A warning that the Wilmington 
school system could be facing a 
million-dollar budget problem just 
in salaries alone in the upcoming 
year was met with sober silence and 
the formation of a special budget 
subcommittce at Wednesday's 
school board meeting. 

Acting Supt. Peter DeRoeve told 
the board he was not only concerned 
about this year's operational budget, 
which is already 92 percent encum- 
bered, but the FY'93-'94 budget 
which is "going to be trying on all 
of us." Right now, said De Roeve, 
many of the savings realized in the 
unemployment account are close to 
being spent. He added other prob- 
lems include electric bills, which 
are running about 42 percent and 


may become an issue later on, a 
mini bus driver who has been out on 
long term illness, the superinten- 
dent's severence pay, and the salary 
of the Chapter I Director. 

The administrator pointed out that 
the tax dollars will not be there to 
fund all the expenses in the '93-'94 
budget.Though Wilmington re- 
ceived $287,000 in state monies this 
year which went to fund eight anda 
half teaching positions, that money 
may not be renewed next year, 
DeRoeve said. In addition, the five 
percent increase in teachers’ salaries 
comes to ahalf million dollars and 
accounts like professional develop- 
ment and textbooks and supplies are 
being depleted.

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New septic regs could have 
severe impact on housing

New Title V regulations cove- 
ring septic systems throughout the 
state will have a severe impact on 
developers, local homeowers and 
the state's housing situation, ac- 
cording to those in the construction 
industry and Wilmington Health 
Director Greg Erickson. Right 
now, the changes in the 1976 
regulations are just- proposals. 
Come next summer, however, the 
Department of Environmental 
Protection expects to firm up and 
put the new regs into effect. 
According to Erickson, the DEP 
s, in» addition to other

Environmental Affairs for further 
refining. Erickson told this paper 
the original proposals were then 
changed by environmentalists 
seeking to make the regs more 
stringent and anti-development, 

"All of the after-the-fact changes 
are anti-development and were 
made in the guise of environmental 
protection," Erickson charged. He 
said the changes in Title V will be 
hard on Wilmington and will stop 
alot of homes from being built 

"This is one person's idea of how 
to de facto zone. They (the 
environmentalists) can't get the 
zoning laws passed so they're using 
Title V to slow down development 
I don't like to be used,” Erickson 
said. He added many health officers 
around the state feel the proposed 
regs are "devastating" and he 
himself feels if "you can't put 
sewers in, you're stuck.” 

In detailing some of the impact, 
Erickson explained that new 
systems will have to be much 
bigger and further from wetlands 
for consistency with state laws like 
the Wetlands Protection Act. In 
smaller zones like R10 and R20, if 
an area already has the required 
number of bedrooms, no other 
building will be allowed in that 
radius. According to local 
developer Joe Langone, this means 
if someone has a small lot next to a 
subdivision that is on septic, he 
could be prohibited from 


Erickson foresees problems if a 
mandated maintenance law goes 
into effect, He said residents would 
be required to pump out their own 
systems on a certain basis, either 
once a year or some other 
mandated timeframe. It would then 
be up to the local board of health 


to inspect all systems in order to ¢ 


¢iforce the regulation. In addition, 
Erickson said the town would have 
to make more room for the 
disposal of sewerage. The “ulterior 
motive" for this regulation, said 
Erickson, is to locate failed septic 
systems. However, he said his 
board is already doing that by 
following through on resident 
complaints and banks are now 
requiring the inspection of systems 
before granting-a mortgage for a 
new home. 

Erickson met with approximately 
30 local developers, engineers, 
sanitarians, septic installers, and 
other interested parties last Friday 
to review the Title V draft regs. 
Most were unhappy with the 
proposed changes and vowed to 
give input at upcoming _ infor- 
mational meetings. Erich Nitzsche, 
an engineer with Robert E. 
Anderson, said the regs could

Most people make small 
contributions over the year to a 
number of beneficiaries: $5 or 
$10 here, perhaps $50 to $100 
there. Donating large sums, 
though, is different. Options are 
available to maximize the 
deduction, to increase control 
over how the money is spent, even 
to pay a life income to the donor. 

If, for instance, you wish to give 
away a considerable sum, it may 
be advisable to donate an 
appreciated security.

Were two members of the Wilmington School Committee right 
or wrong ‘in their statements to the press regarding the hazing 
incident at football camp this fall?

one musi.scrutinize the clippings of what was printed early on in 
the hazing controversy. Less easily scrutinized are the televised 
comments, of which there were many. Was anyone taping them? 

One thiny that is important here is chronology. The allegations 
of hazing first, came to the attention of school officials on 
Tuesday, Sept. 22, The school committee met on Wed., Sept. 23, 
and nothing was said about the hazing. School committee 
members first learned of the incident on Thursday eventing, when 
called by the Lowell Sun. The Boston Globe first learned of the 
hazing on Friday, Sept. 25. Also on Friday, police and school 
officials met to discuss the investigation. Attending the meeting 
were DeRoeve, Fleming, Gillis, Harrison, Callan, and police 
officials. On Saturday, Sept. 26, the Globe and the Lowell Sun 
both ran stories on the hazing. 

The Globe article on Sept. 26 said in the sixth paragraph, 
"According to another source, who requested anonymity, the 
rumored hazings included incidents of sexual fondling, 
degradation and humiliation." 

The Lowell Sun article that same day quoted that language to 
Linda McMenimen. "School Committee member Linda Mc- 
Menimen said last night that the alleged hazing was "in the order 
of sexual fondling, degradation and humiliation." In the same 
article, she was quoted as saying that 10 years ago, some players 
were forced to eat dog feces. 

In a television report on Sept. 26, Callan said that the incidents 
- included urinating on the victims. In a Lowell Sun article on\Sept. 
29, Callan was asked to confirm that. Her reply was, "I won't 
deny that." 

Athletic Director Jim Gillis denied the reports of urination in 
the Lawrence Eagle Tribune on Sept. 27. That allegation had 
been dispelled in the Sept. 25 meeting with police, which Callan 
attended. 

The school committee met in a special meeting on Sept. 26, a 
meeting that was called by Callan. Chairman Peterson refused to 
attend that meeting, and was quoted as saying it was improper for 
the committee to meet to discuss allegation that haven't been 
confirmed or denied by the investigating authorities. The meeting 
was attended by Callan, McMenimen, Peggy Kane and Brad 
Jackson.

It quotes Peterson as saying he 
hasn't made any public comment to anyone about the case. He 
agreed with the part of the letter that said the matter should be 
handled with,the school handbook, and said committee members 


Should nol be discussing the case publicly. 


"What has been alleged. thus far is just that — its an allegation," 
hevsaidy"If anybody made any comments about specific events 
occurring, I would say they were improper," the Sun quoted 
Peterson. 

"The more appropriate comment up until now would have been 
‘no comment’,” Peterson said. "If you're commenting on specific 
instances in September, you certainly would have a hard time 
being an impartial judge on Oct. 14." 

Also worth noting is that McMenimen called the editor of the 
Town Crier three times to make statements, without any calls 
being placed to her by the editor. Also, she told Town Crier 
sports editor Rick Cooke that she had called the Globe five times, 
without the Globe calling her. 

At issue here is what is the proper role of the school committee? 
Is it to set policy, or is to meddle in the management of the school 
system? 

Which comes first, the First Amendment rights of the members 
of the school committee, or the need to have committee members 
able to act on a report without having pre-judged the issue? 


Is this a question worthy of a recall? Should the recall be used 
only for malfeasance of a criminal nature? Or does this incident 
deal with behavior worthy of a recall? 

The latter questions are ones that the recall by-law does not 
address, and questions which the voters must weigh in their 
decision. Perhaps the recall by-law needs changes, but the law is 
what now stands, 

The issues surrounding the hazing incident will be with us for a 
while yet. And while many people wish that it would just go 
away, all signs indicate that it will not.

The main 
issue before us-has now changed 
direction from that of student 
hazing to that of personal integrity 
and personal integrity of Linda 
McMenimen and Shirley Callan, the 
personal integrity of every person 
who has taken a role in fostering 
this recall, and the personal 
integrity of every individual adult 
voter in this town, 

"I have felt for the past three 
weeks that a statement should be 
forthcoming from this board: in 
support of our fellow members, 
however, for various reasons it 
seems that such a statement will not 
be issued. And do you know what? - 
despite the fact that I personally 
don't like it, I have come to the 
conclusion that it is not a major 
problem, because this board - all 
seven members has fulfilled its 
number one charge with great and 
obvious integrity, Despite the pall 
that the recall petition has cast over 
us all, this board last Thursday 
completed a process, for which we 
were rightfully complimented by 
each finalist, and this board has 
unanimously elected to bring to this 
town and state a recognized 
educational leader. Dr. Gerry 
O'Donnell - as the next 
superintendent of schools. With Dr, 
O'Donnell's artivél “comes the 
distinct ability of the superintendent 
and the school committee)termove 


out of the realm of education by 
crisis and into the future with 
education by leadership. We have 
done our job as a unified board, and 
we have done it excellently. 

"Paul H. Gordon is the executive 
director of the School Board 
Association in Massachusetts, In 
case anyone missed it in yesterday's 
Lowell Sun, Mr, Gordon responded 
to the Dracut School Committee's 
statement of support on behalf of 
Dr. Callan and Mrs. McMenimen. 
Mr. Gordon agrees that the group's 
name should not be involved in the 
recall effort. The association is not 
involved in the recall effort in any 
way, Executive Director Gordon 
stated, and its handbook was not 
meant to serve as a set of formal 
tules.. Gordon is quoted as saying, 
"There's nothing in our handbook 


that's a rule." He also said he does 
not think the women should be 
subject to a recall election, because 
they did not engage in criminal 
activity or serious malfeasance. 

"To those of you who have signed 
the recall petitions, please note the 
following facts that may have been 
misrepresented to you in addition to 
the role of the MASC in this recall 
effort. 

"1. It was a recall petition and not 
a petition against hazing. 

"2. The Town Clerk's signature is 
required by law as a legal 
procedure. Her signature does not 
signify that the charges are true, 
nor does it mean that she personally 
agrees or disagrees with these 
charges.The Town Clerk must 
remain neutral by virtue of her 
role, 

"3. People cannot legally sign any 
petition for other members of their 
family, for friends, or for 
neighbors, who they feel would 
agree to the recall. 

"If you have signed the petition 
under a misrepresentation, you only 
have to visit the Town Clerk's office 
to sign a form to have your 
signature removed. 

Finally, to Shirley and Linda - you 
have my full support! Neither of 
you spoke as a member of this board 
at any time during the investigation. 
Neither of you detailed specific 
charges. Neither of you deserve to 
be going through this ordeal. In 
fact, if you are guilty of anything, 
perhaps it is of doing your job too 
well; of caring for the welfare of 
the town's children too much, 

This recall effort is negative, 
divisive and does not serve the town 
well in spirit or in principle!"

Developers told 
to change plans

Proponents of an affordable hous- 
ing project along Buckingham Road 
in the Aldrich Road area will take a 
second look at their project at the 
request of the Wilmington Housing 
Partnership. At their last meeting, 
members told representatives of 
Thomas Realty Trust there would 
be less impact and less cost if they 
would redesign the subdivision to 
eliminate unnecessary pavement; 
Linn Anderson, Dick Stuart, and 
Peter DeGennaro presented a 
preliminary plan to the board 
showing 19 lots. They said they 
want to develop the subdivision 
under the state's local initiative pro- 
gram and make five of the homes 
affordable. The 5.75 acres of land 
is flat and wooded and the lots fall 
well within septic regulations and 
design standards, said Anderson. 
Anderson explained it would be 
hard to come under subdivision 
control largely. because of the 
"spotty" ownership of the lots and 
the fact that the lots are in an R60 
zone but only range between 9,948 
and 36,000 square feet. Planning- 
Conservation Director Lynn 
Duncan said an adjacent area was 


developed under the Webber 
Amendment, but these lots will not 
be allowed to be grandfathered in 
under the same amendment because 
of recent changes in the law. The 
affordable housing project, she 
added, was an alternative solution. 

WHP Chairman Carole Hamilton 
raised questions about ‘the grid 
pattern of the streets saying it 
would look more attractive and use 
less pavement if prvponents 
arranged the homes in cluster 
design. Anderson said they had 
wanted to be consistent with the 
adjacent development. She added 
the trust doesn't own all the lots. 
Duncan seconded Hamilton's 
suggestion and recommended 
Proponents take a more creative 
approach and eliminate excess paper 
streets, Stuart maintained it will be 
difficult to cluster homes with a 
high water table. The board 
reminded Stuart, without an 
affordable housing proposal, he 
would have to go to the board of 
appeals because the lots don't muet 
zoning regulations, 

After further discussion, the 
developers agreed to try to redesign 
the layout.

Town Manager Peter Hechen- 
bleikner announced that two 
municipal wells which had been shut 
down over seven weeks were again 
"back on line." Those wells had 
been shut down because of the 
gasoline tanker spill in Wilmington, 
on the banks of the Ipswich River at 
Interstate Route 93. 

More than 10,000 gallons of 
gasoline had been spilled into the 
Hundred Acre Meadow. 

Hechenbleikner told the town 
meeting that Reading officials will 
continue to test the wells on an 
hourly basis, for some time. 
Reading, he said, will still be on 
restrictions, and the emergency 
tie-in to Woburn will remain. 

It will take quite a while, he said, 
for the "Reading" water to make it 


through the system, and added that 
Reading should thank its neighbors 
for providing town water for more 
than seven weeks, "even though," 
the Reading reporter forthe’ Times 
Chronicle noted, "We really didn't 
like their water."

‘Four brothers died in Cocoanut Grove fire 


‘ To the people of Massachusetts the 
day of the Cocoanut Grove Fire, 
November 28, 1942, is a day that 
will be remembered for years. To 
the people of Wilmington that day 
“was one of searing impact for in no 
other community in greater Boston 
was there as grevious a loss as to the 
Fitzgerald family of Wilmington. 
Four brothers, Henry, Wilfred, 
« James and John Fitzgerald lost their 
lives in that fire, With them were 
‘four girls, one of whom was 
Mildred Rogers of Lowell, a 
« Wilmington school teacher. She too 
lost her life. 

Henry Fitzgerald, 28, was a 
private first class in the US Army 

‘Air Corps, He was home for 
{Thanksgiving on furlough from 
Hendricks Field in Florida where he 
-had been stationed for six months. 
Wilfred, 31,, James 37 and John, 
, decided that there should be a party 
to celebrate the homecoming. 

) The men decided on the 
Thanksgiving game between Boston 
College and Holy Cross and then 
some restaurant afterward for 
dinner. It just happened to be that 
the Cocoanut Grove was the place 
chosen, 

James and John were natives of 
Dorchester. Henry and Wilfred 
were born in the house on Fitz 
Terrace that their parents bought 


some 30 years before. There was | 


one more brother, Eddie, who lived 
in Chicago, and two daughters, 
Anna (Mrs. Michael Barry) and 
Mary (Mrs. William Leahy). 
‘Mrs, Mary Fitzgerald, the mother 
" of the four men who lost their lives, 
received the first word at 2 a.m. 
when the telephone started ringing 
‘in her home, She was told that 
‘'James, the oldest, was dead as a 
‘result of the fire. 

That was the beginning of a 
nightmare for the 71-year-old 
‘widow. At 7 a.m. word came that 

‘Wilfred was dead and then she 

‘learned that Henry was dead, The 
last of whom she was told dead was 
John. 

Mike Barry, a deputy U.S. 
Marshall and William Leahy, her 
sons-in-law, went to Boston 
immediately after the 2 a.m. 
message to assist in the search, It 
was for those two men a mission of 
hopelessness. All four of their 
brothers-in-law, they learned and 
Mildred Rogers, the Wilmington 
school teacher, had succumbed, 

The funeral was from their home 
on Fitz Terrace on December 1. 
Hundreds of mourners paid tribute. 
There was a procession from their 
home to St. Thomas Church where a 
solemn high mass was celebrated at 
10 a.m.

Discussion abounds 
on sewer financing 


by Capt. Larz Neilson 

There are 61 communities in the 
MWRA district. According to the 
present laws those communities are 
to pay for about 97 percent of the 
costs of the MWRA sewer. The 
costs are expected to cost about $6 
billion. 

Payments are being allocated 
according to the population of the 
various communities in the MWRA 
district. The MWRA sewer service 
in Wilmington serves only a small 
portion of the town population, But 
the bill is allocated according to that 
population, which consists of about 
5,835 families, Six hundred are 
being served by MWRA sewer. 

The past week has seen several 
discussions about sewer costs. 

The Wilmington Sewer Finance 
Board (SFB) had a discussion 
proposing to fund sewer payments 
out of the tax rate. That is an idea 
which would have to be approved 
by the town meeting. The next 
meeting of the SFB, incidentally, 
will be in January. 

Other proposals were discussed 
last Tuesday in the State House, 
according to the Daily 
Times-Chronicle - Woburn and 
Reading. Legislative bills are being 
filed proposing alternative methods 
of payment.

For most of us, running any great 
length of distance ranks with 
visiting the dentist or taking a cold

But for Worcester Polytechnic 
Institute student-athlete Jennifer 
Harmon of Tewksbury, there is 
nothing more enjoyable than 
finishing a three mile race. 

Harmon, a junior runner on the 
Engineers’ cross coutnry team, has 
been racing long distance most of 
her life. When she is not covering 
terrain during the fall season, she 
can be found racing inside a gym on 
the women's indoor track team, 
only to return to the outdoors for 
the 10K in spring track-25 laps 
around Alumni Field. 

"Cross country is my favorite 
sport," says the co-captain. "It's a 
lot of distance running. You get a 
variety of scenery without going 
around and around on a track, I do 
it for the fun of it and try my best." 

And nothing is more enjoyable 
than doing what you love and 
winning at the same time.

(IQP), one of three projects 
undergraduate students undertake as 


part of WPI's innovative education 
plan, she and two fellow students 
will be teaching second graders at 
the City View School in Worcester. 


Beginning in January, Harmon 
will demonstrate and explain the 
mechanics and the operation of 
"simple toys" like levers and 
pulleys, 

“Teaching interests me, and our 
project is something that will be 
helpful to these students in the 
future," says the mechanical 
engineering major. The project will 
cover more than 14 weeks, with a 
comprehensive report required at 
the project's completion. 


Becoming a teacher is not in her 
immediate plans, but Harmon adds 
that she has an interest in the 
manufacturing of materials, 

"The projects are a good way to 
learn what could be expcected of 
you after you graduate," says 
Harmon, a former conference 
all-star at Tewksbury Memorial 
High School. "You learn 
presentation skills as well as how to 
manipulate equations and solve 
problems."

Hunters are sharing 


by Bill Conlon 

Last week we dealt with hunter 
safety and accidental shootings. 

Good topic -- let's stick with it for 
nother week 

Deer hunting is an annual event in 
which millions of people (mostly 

nen) head into the woods carrying 
ifles, shotguns or high-powered 
bows in pursuit of a big-game 
inimal. Yes, millions. Some states 
ticld over a million deer huntérs. 
Massachusetts has no computers to 
count the licenses sold, but a safe 
sess would be around a quarter 
nillion deer hunters, with 20,000 
owhunters alone. 

Deer are big game animals, with a 
\ice buck weighing in at over 200 
ounds dressed. Anything that big 
will make a lot of noise walking in 
Iry le Oh, they certainly do 
\ deer walking through the woods 
sounds just like Uncle Charlie. 

In Massachusetts, the wearing of 
blaze orange" has been required 
ince 1966, and no hunter fatality 
has taken place since from mistaken 
identification of game. That is an 
viable record of safety, 

In all, 40 states require hunters to 
wear blaze orange clothes -- but 
Yew Hampshire, Vermont and New 
York are not among the 40, New 
Hampshire has endured a rash of 
ncidents this , and none of the 
victims were ing blaze orange. 

One argument, raised this week- 
end in a amazingly objective story 
in the Boston Globe, quoted a New 
Hampshire hunter as being opposed 
to blaze orange, with his reasoning 
that anything moving in the woods 
that ISN'T wearing blaze orange 
MUST be a deer, 

Interesting argument, Flawed but 
interesting, 

I've had hunters walk up to me in 
the woods, and blaze orange usually 
gives them away at 200 yards, even 
in thick brush, But I've also had 
people stroll up without any blaze 
orange, and at times I've taken aim 
at the spot, waiting to see what steps 
out of the brush. Scary stuff. 

Almost all accidental shootings in 
deer season involve a hunter who 
accidentally shoots another hunter. 
Innocents are usually safe, but this 
year we've seen a jogger shot in 
Connecticut, which highlights the 


risks. Even if blaze orange isn't 
required, wear it anyway. Nature 
lovers and bird watchers, kindly do 
the same and we're all much better 
off. 

The bottom line is that hunters 
have to share the woods this time of 
year. Mushroom pickers, lovers, 
bird watchers, school children on a 
nature hike -- anybody could be in 
that thicket, crunching leaves and 
snapping twigs. People no longer 

y attention to the start of the deer 

ason (like good old days) so we 
have to be much more careful. It'd 
be nice if everybody wore at least a 
blaze orange during the annual 
deer harvest time, but at best only 
the hunters will do that. 

And yes, I've seen non-hunters in 
the woods after sunset, when there 
is so litle light that even blaze fades 
away lo gray. 

The morale of this story -- make 
abso-damn-lutely certain what your 
target is before you shoot. It's too 
late to find out after the shot. 

Here's another warning: eastern 
Massachusetts is seeing more and 


more hunting pressure, so you can ¢ 


no longer say that the Berkshires 
have all the hunters. Deer hunters 
are in your ZIP code, and anything 
that can bring down a 200-pound 
deer is dangerous to humans, too. 
Charlie Sylvia, chief of Hunter 
Safety at the Division of Fisheries 
& Wildlife, told me last week that 
eastern Massachusetts has seen a big 
increase in deer hunting. He said 
you can now find a motel room in 
the Berkshires this time of year, but 
“en some places 
in the Berkshires booked a year or 
more in advance for deer season. 
A news report last week stated 
that a deer overpopulation problem 
in Beverly, and deer-vs-car 
accidents are becoming common in 
this part of the state. The state deer 
herd has risen from an estimated 


your woods 


50,000 last year to something like 
55,000 to 60,000 now, and it keeps 
on rising. If we have another mild 
winter don't be too surprised to see 
70,000 deer in Massachusetts, and 
that makes for dangerous driving. 
Towns like Tewksbury, Andover 
and Wilmington restrict the use of 
firearms, but there is still a way to 
pursue deer once shotgun season 
opens on Monday (November 30). 
Bowhunting is allowed during the 
shotgun season, but archers have to 
follow the same rules as the scatter- 
gunners, i.e. wear blaze orange on 
head and chest, plus you've got to 
"put antlers on it" before shooting. 
The end of bow season on Saturday 
meant archers lost their free "doe 
permit" but they haven't yet lost the 
season. Ten more days, archers. 
From November 30 to December 
9 the shotgunners (and archers) are 
in the woods, and so are others who 
aren't hunting. Hunters must pay 
extra attention to what they see, or 
think they see. 
Do be careful.

You're never too young to enjoy 
hunting. Tewksbury's Rita LaBella 
said her dad, age 83, brought down 
a deer on the first day of the New 
Hampshire season. Well done. 

Bow season passed on Saturday, 
and again my hours in the woods 
were fruitless, I hunted Dracut, but 
to no avail. I saw a few tracks but 
no tree rubs or ground scrapes, 
which makes me wonder if Dracut 
has only does, Nah, There's gotta 
be a set of antlers in there. I'll be 
working an area of central Mass. on 
the last three days of the shotgun 
season while on vacation, but with a 
little luck I'll hunt Dracut once or 
twice more, and maybe try parts of 
Tewksbury with the bow.

Wilmington recycling

Recycling in Wilmington is 
enjoying its third successful year 
thanks to dedicated volunteers and 
community support. The center is 
located on Old Main Street, off 
Route 38, just north of the 
Wilmington / Woburn line, 
Wilmington residents are 
encouraged to save their recyclable 
items and drop them off at the 
center, which is open every 
Saturday from 9 a.m. to 4 p.m, 

The amount of materials recycled 
has increased each year and this 
year equals about 10 percent of the 
town's total trash production. 
Presently, Wilmington pays $70 a 
ton plus hauling charges for refuse 
disposal. Reducing the amount of 
trash Wilmington residents place at 
the curb each week can result in real 
savings to the town. Currently, the 
Wilmington recycling drop-off 
center accepts: 

“newspapers - should be either 
loose or in brown paper bags. No 
plastic, no string. Removing the 
color advertising makes our 
recycled newspaper product of a 
higher quality and therefore, more 
in demand. 

‘glass - bottles and jars; clear, 
brown and green, While it's not 
necessary to remove the labels, the 
glass should be clean and free of 
food residue. 

‘aluminum - cans and other 
aluminum products, like pie plates 
and foil (rinsed and free of food). 
Other aluminum items, such as 
storm doors and windows, may not 
be compatible with the aluminum of 
the "can" variety and unfortunately 
cannot be accepted. 

“plastic water or milk bottles - 
thoroughly rinsed (Oh, the smell of 
souring milk in the summer) and 
crushed 

*corrugated cardboard - flatten 
boxes; because food residue can 
contaminate the product for 
recycling purposes, sorry, no pizza 
boxes 

“returnable cans/bottles - the 
center gladly accepts the donation of 
bottles and cans with the five cent 


deposit. 
Please use the separate bin for 
retumables. Zt

Wilmington High School senior Tom Killilea (25) will be among the veterans hoping 
to lead the Wildcats to their second straight Thanksgiving morning victory.

The Wilmington Wildcats (3-6-0) will be looking to wipeout the 
memory of a season wrecked by controversy, illness and injury, while 
the Tewksbury Redmen (6-3-0) will be attempting to put the capper on 
a very solid 7-3-0 season when the two teams meet in their annual 
Turkey tong war Thursday morning at Wilmington's Alumni Stadium. 

The Wildcats snapped a six game losing streak with last year's wild 
32-28 victory at Tewksbury, and Redmen head man Joe DelGrosso will 
be looking to avoid a repeat of a game that saw the TMHS' attack 
throwing the forward pass too often at high-risk moments. 

Tewksbury has gone increasingly conservative this season, with good 
results, as a veteran offensive line has opened wide holes for backs 
Ryan MéNeal (over 800 yards total offense) and Dave O'Keefe, while 
also giving junior quarterback Chris Snow plenty of time to spot solid 


receivers Jay Mackey, Steve Sinkus and Doug Ivers. TMHS' center Dan 
Babine has often played hurt and played well while anchoring that 
offensive line. 

Defensively, the Redmen are quick to the ball led by senior linebacker 
Mike Roux, byt have been hurt all season by teams that can pass the 
football. 

The Wildcats have that passer in senior John O'Reilly, the man who 
led the Turkey assault a year ago, but who has suffered through a very 
tough season in 1992. 

OReilly has one of the best weapons in the conference, in senior 
scoring leader Dan Ballou. Dan is surrounded by veteran skill players 
Jay Early, Tom Aprile and Tom Killilea, all.of whom are capable of 
having big games against the Redmen Thursday morning. 

This is a veteran Wilmington group that deserved better this season

and Thursday would again make a Wilmington season if the Wildcats 
could post the mild upset. 

Both teams can score. Both teams can make mistakes in bunches, 
which should make for a very interesting contest. 

The two variables here are O'Reilly and the Tewksbury offensive 
line. If O'Reilly is hot, the Redmen secondary is in trouble, for he can 
run and pass for big gains. If the TMHS' fron people play as well as 
they have recently and in that first game at Chelmsford, the Redmen 
will control the football and the game. 

One thing is for sure however, it will be close, and it will be 
entertaining. And it will be football that some people will be 
concentrating on for a change. A refreshing change here in 
Wilmington.

--A profile of 12 non-graduat- 
ing Lynnfield High students in the 
Classes of 1991 and 1992 shows 
that 11 of the males involved were 
comfortable with their perfor- 
mances at the high school, accord- 
ing to Lynnfield High Special 
Needs-Reading Specialist Eileen 
Reilly and English teacher 
Colleen O'Shaughnessy. 

Funded by a grant from the 
Lyniifield Educational Trust, 
Reilly and O’Shaughnessy’s com- 
mittee was formed to study the 
characteristics of at-risk students 
who failed to graduate with their 
classes in ‘91 and ‘92. 

The study grew out of a high 
school Intervention Team discus- 
sion about students at high risk 
because of emotional, familial or 
academic factors, and for whom 
the usual school supports don’t 
work. 


OS 


The report on the study states 
that grades, traditional motivators, 
were ineffectual with those stu- 
dents because they assumed that 
failure during the school year 
could be easily remedied during 
summer school. The high school 
management team is now looking 
into summer school standards. 

More than half of the 12 stu- 
dents had been referred to outside 
counseling for a variety of adjust- 
ment problems. 

Half of the students had special 
needs and according to the study, 
many at-risk students are able to 
reach senior year with little effort 
because they have high overall 
abilities, scoring at average or 
above average percentiles on stan- 
dardized tests. 

According to the “Lynnfield 
Villager,” Lynnfield’s at-risk stu- 
dents also demonstrated a pattern 
of failure starting in grades eight 
and nine; accrued excessive 
absences and tardies; may have 
been dealing with non-academic, 
emotionally-based issues; and 
may have been serious drug-alco- 
hol abusers. 

In fact, “serious” drug and 
alcohol use was probably a factor 
in four out of the 12 failures, three 
of those four students requiring 
hospitalization during high 
school. 

The committee is working on 
intervention strategies, some of 
which will be reported here later. 


--After “buying out” now ex- 
Wilmington Superintendent of 
Schools William Fay, the School 
Committee voted four to three to 
name Wilmington Public Schools 
Business Manager Peter DeRoeve 
as acting superintendent of 
schools on an interim basis. 

DeRoeve plans to continue 
Fay’s team approach, meeting 
once a week with school princi- 
pals and focusing his attention on 

“next year’s budget and ‘prepara- 
tion for the new year, things he 
would be doing anyway. 

Prior to becoming head of the 
Wilmington High Business 
Department a short time ago, 
DeRoeve was a math teacher in 
public and private high schools 
and colleges for 16 years.

"Malcolm X" Starring Denzel 
Washington, Angela Bassett, 
Albert Hall, Spike Lee, Al 
Freeman, Jr. Directed by Lee.

In his 39 years, Malcolm Little 
moved through several incarna- 
tions and personas. He was 
Detroit Red, a numbers runner, 
pimp and womanizer. In 
Massachusett's Charlestown 
Prison, his threatening disposition 
landed him the nickname "Satan," 

Later, as a member of the 
Nation of Islam, he adopted the 
name Malcolm X. Upon leaving 
that religious group and travelling 
to the Middle East, Malcolm 
embraced the Muslim traditions 
and earned the name El-Hajj 
Malik El-Shabazz. 

Articulate, charismatic, trou- 
bled, fiery, controversial. 
Malcolm X was all these things. 
But what makes this film about 
him so utterly amazing is that 
director Spike Lee and Denzel 
Washington, as Malcolm, work 
these dichotomies into one cohe- 
sive and rich story. 

Lee, who has always had a 
knack for bringing a visual depth 
into his films, has matured greatly 
as a filmmaker. he captures the 
stark sadness of Malcolm's early 
life and then gives us a taste of his 
fun-loving, hell-raising youth. 
The first third of the film is very 
entertaining, funny, brightly col- 
ored, But Malcolm is yanked into 
adulthood by a long prison stint. 
As he enters upon a spiritual jour- 
ney that changes his life, the 
mood and color of the film also 
change. It takes on a somber tone 
reflected in the serious choices 
Malcolm X made in his unending 
search for truth, 


Washington, thinner than usual 
and sporting reddish hair, so cap- 
tures the: spirit of this controver- 
sial figure that it will be surprising 
if he is not nominated for an 
Academy Award. He took what is 
merely an image on a baseball cap 
for most of America and breathed 
humanity into it. There was, of 
course, a side to Malcolm X the 
newspapers of the 1950s and 
1960s never captured. He was a 
family man, not just an icon, He 
loved his wife, Betty Shabazz, 
and kids. He understood and over- 
came betrayal. He learned com- 
passion. he also had a sense of 
humor and a dazzling smile. 

Washington imbues his charac- 
ter with all these qualities by 
sometimes relying on nothing 
more than a sigh or a tremble. The 
combination of Washington's 
immense talent, Ernest 
Dickerson's textured camera work

and Lee's sharp direction has 
resulted in a true masterpiece. 

Lee is a convincing filmmaker, 
and it is difficult not to forget that 
we are not watching history, but 
merely Lee's version of it. Lee 
masterfully captured the emotion- 
al undercurrent of the fifties and 
sixties and hit the. same raw nerve 
malcolm touched for millions of 
black men and women, But after 
his assassination, Malcolm X was 
pretty much forgotten by an 
American that teaches the 
Caucasian version of history in its 
schools. It is ironic that Malcom 
X's was the quintessential 
American story - one of change 
and rebirth, even though it is 
accompanied by a miasma of con- 
troversy. 


The one problem with this film 
is its length. Lee could have 
reduced the number of newsreels 
he worked into the story, as well 
as the coda he tacked onto the 
end, If he had ended with Ossie 
Davis' eulogy of Malcolm X, we 
would have been left to the lump 
in our throats and the gnawing 
sorrow surrounding his death. By 
that point we had already formed 
out opinions of Malcolm X. It is 
patronizing on Lee's part to think 
his audience wouldn't "get" what 
Malcolm was all about. 

Minor grievances aside, this is 
a brilliant film and should be 
required viewing material for all 
Americans, especially those thou- 
sands of teens wearing X para- 
phernalia without knowing the 
story behind the legend.

Bram Stoker's Dracula is 
brooding, evocative and not what 
you might expect. It works as a 
haunting visual feast, but if you 
anticipate a scarefest, look else- 
where.
